REPORT OF THE BOARD OF 
PUBLIC CHARITIES, 

The Fourth Annual Report of the 
Board of Public Charities of North 
Carolina is an interesting document and 
contains some valuable information in 
regard to the charitable and penal in- 
stitutions of the State. 

The Board consists of Dr, C. Tate 
Murphy, Senator from Sampson, chair- 
man, Dr. Eugene Grissom, Superinten- 
dent of the Lunatic Asylum, and Dr. G. 
W. Blacknall. 

The purposes and objects of the 
Board are stated to “be the growth 
and development of true public chari- 
ty, humanely, intelligently and econom- 
ically administered,” and these objects 


sibility of fair dealing or honest pro- 
vision for the inmates, their greatest 
anxiety appearing to be to keep on sat- 
isfactory terms with the County Boards. 
From 11 to 16 cents per day, with the 
privilege of working the inmates on 
the poor and unproductive farms, was 
for their support.. Only in one county 
visited we found the keeper charged 
with barsh treatment or of requiring 
the paupers to labor on the farms when 
uaable to do so. Inthis instance the 
County Commissioners stipulated to 
furnish support, and allowed the over- 
seer the proceeds of the farm, by which 
it was claimed he realized over fifteen 
hundred dollars per annum profit. This 
being the only conspicuous isstance of 
an energetic overseer, and being in such 
striking contrast with those so indolent 
and inefficient, we were inclined to look 
upon him with favor and commenda- 
tion.

Besides the insane inmates, as already 
described, 1n the poor houses, many are 
confined in jails, some chained in the 
dungeons, without anything around 
them or about them *but cold, bleak, 
dreary darkness, wallowing in squalid 
filth and in chains, and some, we had 
good reasons for believing, were often 
stinted tor food, and even were deprived 
of sufficient cold water to quench their 
thirst. 
FOOD, COOKING, &C., FOR PAUPERS.

Being 
in the midst of aswamp and the train 
ona trestle it was but the work ofa 
moment to pitch the cotton overboard, 
and the tire was partially extinguished, 
not, however, before about 80 bales were 
more or Jess burned. The total is 
estimated at fifty bales. 


From thie Wilmington Star, of the 
19th inst.. we glean the following par 
ticulars of the recent murder at Burgaw, 
of which mention was made in this 
column a day or two ago.

WasHINGTON, Feb. 20.—SENATE.— 
Many petitions, memorials and remon- 
strances were presented. 

Carpenter, from the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections, made a report 
on the credentials of Messrs. McMillan 
and Ray, each \claiming tobe elegally. 
elected Senator from Louisiana. The 
report is accompained by a bill provid- 
ing for a new election for the-purpose of 
establishing in Louisiana 2 Republican 
form of Government. Trumbull said 
that while he concurred in most of 
views ot the majority he did not concur 
in their recommendation or favor of the 
passage ot the bill reported by them. 
He presented bis views in writing that 
they might be printed with the report. 

Orton sad: “While I dissent from 
the report of the majority, recom- 
mending that the recent election 10 
Louisiana be set aside and a new one 
ordered under authority of the Govertn- 
ment of the United States, I dissent 
also from the views of other members of 
the committee, who would recognize 
what is called the McEnery Government. 
I submit my views to be printed with 
the report. 
Hill submitted his views, dissenting 

from the report of the majority and 
recommending that the members of the 
Louisiana Legislature, declared legally 
elected by both returmng boards, be 
called together at the State House as 
the Legislature of the State, and they 
t then proceed to count the election re- 
turns and declare who are the legally 
State officers. 

Anthony said that while he agreed 
with the majority of the committee 1p 
: their relation of the facts, and also in 
their conclusion that there is no legal 
State government in Louisiana, he was 
yet so reluctant as to resort to the ex- 
treme measure of interposing the au- 
thority of Congress, that he should re- 
serve his judgment for a time to see 
whether a better way of meeting the 
case could not be found.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—Louisiana 
matters will probably have no further 
hearing this week. 

The Deficiency Appropriations aggre- 
gate five and a half millions. 

President Tyier’s widow dined at the 
White House yesterday. 

The following general order has just 
been promulgated from the Head- 
quarters of the army: “The 7th United 
States cavalry is hereby transferred from 
the Department of the South to the 
Department of Dakota. The detach- 
ments of the regiments in Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Mississippi and Alabama will 
march to Louisville, Kentucky, or 
Memphis, Tennessee, to take steamboats 
and proceed by river transportation to 
Fort Randall, Dakota Territory; the 
detachments in North Carolina and 
South Carolina will be transported by 
rail to Memphis, and then embark in 
like manner for Fort Randall.” The 
movement will begin by the first of 
March, proximo. 

The bill reported by the Committee 
on Louisiana matters declares the elec- 
tion in that State, held the fourth of last 
November, to be null and void, and re- 
instates in office the State officers and 


Legislature who held position at 
that time. It further requires a 
new election to be held for State 


officers and members of the Legislature 
on the second Tuesday of next May, 
and directs Wm. B. Woods, U. 8. Cir- 
cuit Judge for Louisiana, to proceed to 
Louisiana and appoint two citizens of 
different politics to be State registrars, 
who shall cause a new registration to be 
made of all legally qualified voters of 
the State, commencing March 18th, and 
eoding ten days prior to date of elec- 
tion. These State registrars are to ap 
point two supervisors of registration for 
each parish, except Jefferson and Or- 
leans, for Which a greater number are to 
te appointed, and io each parish the 
registrars are to be divided in politics. 
The President is empowered to employ 
the military and naval forces, on the 
application of the Governor of the 
State or the U.S Circuit Judge, to carry 
out the provisions of this act and en.
